The text of Marshall's address 
follows: 

“T need not tell you gentlemen 
that the world situation is very 
serious. That must be apparent 
to all intelligent people. I think 
one difficulty is that the problem 
is one of such enormous complex- 
ity that the very mass of facts 
presented to the public by press 
and radio make it exceedingly dif- 
ficult for the man in the street to 
reach a clear appraisement of the 
situation. Furthermore, the peo- 
ple of this country are distant 
from the troubled areas of the 
earth and it is hard for them to 
comprehend the plight and conse- 
quent reactions of the long-suffer- 
ing peoples, and the effect of those 
reactions on their governments in 
connection with our efforts to 
promote peace in the world. 

“In considering the require- 
ments for the rehabilitation of 
Europe the physical loss of life, 
the visible destruction of cities, 
factories, mines and railroads was 
correctly estimated, but it has be- 
come obvious during recent months 
that this visible destruction was 
probably less serious than the dis- 
location of the entire fabric of 
European economy. For the past 
10 years. conditions have been 
highly abnormal. The feverish 
preparation for war and the more 
feverish maintenance of the war 
effort engulfed all asnects of na- 
tional economies. :

24, sent by Dwight Brantley, 
special FBI agent in charge 
at Kansas City, to United 
States District Attorney Sam 
M. Wear. 

Hoover readily identified 
the startling letter, in which 
Brantley told Wear he was 
transmitting a copy of a re- 
port by Special Agent H. C, 


Boswell, and went on: 

1 desire to advise that this 
report does not reflect the re- 
sults of an investigation by Spe- 
cial agents of the FBI, and it 
should in no wise be considered 
as such, It does, however, con- 
tain information furnished us by 
members of the Kansas City 
Election Board and information 
developed by investigators for 
the Kansas City Star. 

“The limitations indicated 
herein are imposed in the in- 
structions received by the bu- 
reau from the department re- 
specting this case.” 

Hoover said he had a copy of 
this letter in his files, and saw 
nothing unusual in it. With the 
Attorney General sitting near him, 
he went on to explain that the 
FBI had made only a preliminary 
inquiry last fall, as is customary 
in such election fraud charges. 

Clark Intervenes. 

The Attorney General inter 
vened in the questioning to say 
that such preliminary inquiries, 
in this case restricted to an in- 
terview with two reporters for 
the Kansas City Star and the 
four members of the Election 
Board, comprised routine proce- 
dure, 

“It was not ‘restricted,’” said 
Clark, It was merely a pre 
liminary inquiry.” 

Hoover added: “Brantley 
wrote that because he wanted to 
make it clear that he was not 
conducting a full investigation, 
I myself had instructed Brant- 
ley to follow the specific instruc- 
tions of the Attorney General- 
that is, the interviews with the 
six persons named.” 

Ferguson brought out that 
Brantley’s letter clearly indicated 
the FBI agents had not made 
their own careful inquiry. Fergu- 
son then produced a memorandum 
written last October by J. N. 
Mumford, an assistant to D. M. 
Ladd. Addressed to Ladd, who is 
Hoover's assistant, the memo re- 
ferred to the emphasis being made 
on the lack of a full FBI inquiry, 
and went on: 

“This procedure is being fol- 
lowed in an effort to prevent the 
possibility of our reports being 
cited as the results of an investi- 
gation proving that further inves- 
tigation would be unnecessary.” 

Statement on Purpose. 

Ladd, who sat beside Hoover 
at the hearing, explained that 
the purpose of the memo was te 
make it plain that the FBI had 
been restricted, so that no one 
could urge dropping of further 
inquiry on the theory that the 
FBI itself had made a full in- 
quiry and found nothing.

Reads Caudle Memo, 

Ferguson read a memorandum 
from Theron Caudle, chief of the 
Criminal Division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, to Hoover, in- 
forming him that the investiga- 
tion was “thorough,” that there 
was no basis for prosecution gr ee 
the civil rights statutes and that 
this view was concurred in by 
Wear and the three United States 
District judges at Kansas City, 

Then, continuing his line of 
questioning, Ferguson asked Clark 
if he had evidence that the former 
service men or the.two newspaper 
men knew anything about federal 
law and were in a position to de- 
tect a federal violation if they 
came across one.

What we asked 
was to have the FBI interview 
the complainants, just as we al- 
ways do in these cases.” 

“You say, then, that the FBI de- 
termined there were no grounds 
for federal prosecution?” 

“No,” he replied, “I said the 
criminal division of the depart- 
ment and the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney decided there were 
no grounds.” 

Ferguson then read the instruc- 
tions given Hoover for the con- 
duct of the investigation. Hoover 
was asked to have his men inter- 
view the four members of the Kan- 
sas City Board of Election Com- 
missioners and two Kansas City 
Star reporters. 

When He Learned of Ex-G.Ls. 

Asked when he first learned 
that 32 former service men partici- 
pated in the investigation as em- 
ployes of the Kansas City Star, 
Clark said it was when he read 
the report of the special House of 
Representatives committee. This 
was made available in January. 

“Then the other day,” Clark 
went on. “I went through the 
FBI report of the primary in- 
vestigation and noted the names 
of the Star interviewers. There 
were seven interviews by FBI 
agents, as I remember, including 
the election comissioners, the two 
Star reporters and the father of 
one of them.”

Taking up the second letter 


from Clark to Kem, dated Feb. 10,

“Then the word ‘full’ is not cor- 
rect?’ Ferguson asked, 

“It was a preliminary investiga- 
tion,” Clark persisted. “The letter 
was prepared in the same manner 
as the other, exactly as I've given 
it to you. I'll take the responsi- 
bility for it.” 

Clark repeated that the investi- 
gation was more thorough than is 


usual in preliminary investiga- 
tions, that up until June 1 of this 
year there had been 9356 similar 
complaints and that “investigat- 
ing all of them exhaustively would 
be impossible, even if we used all 
3200 of the FBI agents.” 
Replying to a question as to the 
manner in which the United 
States District judges at Kansas 
City learned of e evidence, 
Clark said that Wear told him he 
went to talk to United States Dis- 
trict Judge Albert L. Reeves Sr., 
Albert A. Ridge and John Caskie 
Collet about Dec. 1, and that he 
gave a copy of the FBI report to 
Ridge and memoranda concern- 
ing its contents to Reeves and 
Collet. 

About Dec. 19, Wear was quoted 
by Clark as telling him, Wear 
talked to the judges for about two 
hours, going into details of pos- 
sible evidence of federal violations 
in the election. After the two- 
hour meeting, it was decided by 
the four that there was insuffi- 
cient evidence to proceed further. 
Exactly what occurred at this 
meeting is expected to be brought 
out tomorrow when Wear and the 
three judges are scheduled to tes- 
tify. Wear arrived in Washington 
Tuesday night, and yesterday had 
a long conference with Ferguson. 
The latter told the Post-Dispatch 
Wear had seemed desirous to co- 
operate in the committee investi- 
gation and had furnished him with 
material used in the hearing to- 
day.

There were 453 “yes” 
votes and 232 “noes.” 

Asked whether the judge was 
qualified from the standpoint of 
industry, 402 said “yes” but 295 
said no.“ Thus he came through 
on the question of industry by a 
4-to-3 margin. 

Despite the criticism, Judge Cook 
won the indorsement of the law- 
yers’ association Oct. 27 by al- 
most a 2-to-1 vote. Two other 
judges, up for election at the same 
time, received much more enthus- 
lastie indorsement from the at- 
torneys. One judge, for example, 
was indorsed by a vote of 690 to 
20. In all, 727 lawyers participat- 
ed in the poll, 

Judge Cook’s ability and knowl- 
edge of law were attested to by 
596 lawyers. Only 96 disagreed. 
Similarly, on health and physical 
qualities, there .were 630 “yes” 
votes and only 56 “noes.” 

As to judicial temperament, 498 
lawyers thought he had the prop- 
er temperament for the bench 
but 188 thought not. 

In the final question on whether 
he should be retained in office, 
454 lawyers voted “yes” and 238 
voted “no.” Laymen commented 
that since most lawyers hate to 
say anything against a judge be- 
cause they might try a case be- 
fore him some day, a 2-to-l in- 
dorsement by lawyers is not re- 
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garded as wholehearted approval. 

In the Nov. 6 election, Judge 
Cook received 56,280 “yes” votes 
and 18,581 “no” votes under the 
nonpartisan court plan. He was 
retained in office for a six-year 
term. But in winning, he was 
last in a field of three judges 
retained by the voters. 


Judge Cook, a lawyer for 26 
years, was first elected in No- 
vember 1938 to a two-year term on 
the bench. He filled a vacancy 
created by a death. 


The Pendergast machine elect- 
ed him, and he retained his po- 
litical friendships after the Cir- 
cuit Court went under the non- 
partisan court plan. 


When the affable, red-haired 
judge wants to go hunting or 
fishing, he goes hunting or fish- 
ing, his critics say. His principle 
hobby gave him the nickname of 
“Cat Fish.” The judge tells stories 
very well but lawyers waiting to 
try cases are not always fully 
appreciative. 

Before his election as a Jackson 
County Circuit judge, Cook assist- 
ed in preparing the defense of 
some of the 278 persons charged 
in United States District Court 
with vote frauds in the 1936 elec- 
tion. Sixty-three were convicted 
by juries, 36 pleaded guilty, 160 
pleaded no contest and 19 were 
discharged. Many served peniten- 
tlary sentenees. 

Judge Cook, who was born in 
Kansas City, is 47 years old. He 
attended public schools here and 
the Kansas City School of Law. 

He and his wife, the former 
Miss Frances Wilson, live upstairs 
in a handsome two-family resi- 
dence at 401 East Meyer boule- 
vard, far out on the South Side, 
They have been married 13 years.

DOWN FROM MARCH 


Decline in Non- Durable 
Group Reduction in 
Clothing. 


WASHINGTON, June 5 (AP) — 
Retail sales in April went below 
those of March, after seasonal fac- 
tors and differences in the num- 


ber of trading days were taken 
into account, the Department of 
Commerce reported today. 

The department’s index of retail 
sales dipped four points in April, 
although it was still 174 pe: cent 
above the prewar (1935-39) aver- 


age. 

This added to indications that 
April may have marked a turn in 
the economic tide. The Federal 
Reserve Board reported industrial 
production went down somewhat 
that month, and the Department 
of Commerce declared the long 
and steady upsurge of business 
had halted. 

April retail sales were valued at 
$8,810,000,000, topping those of the 
corresponding month last year by 
about 15 per cent—a record much 
like that of earlier 1947, but not so 
booming as the 25 per cent gain 
registered last year over 1945. 

The department's index showed 
the decline in retail sales occurred 
in the non-durable goods group, 
where even the food stores mere- 
ly held even, and clothing stores 
felt a downturn, 

The durable goods group held 
even on the whole. Automobile 
sales continued to gain, but auto 
parts and accessories’ were less 
impressive. Furniture and home 
furnishings were off, as were sales 
of building material and hardware

(In Helsinki, the Finnish Social

In Czechoslovakia as a whole, 
the Communist party is by far the 
strongest, 

It polled 38 per cent of the total

National Assembly. 

Klement Gottwald, Czech mem- 
ber of the Comintern world execu- 
tive, became Premier as the result 


{of these elections. 


The Communists have lost 
ground in Czechoslovakia since 
the last balloting, however, re- 
ports reaching here indicate.

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GREENLAND USED 
BY U.S. IN ARCTIC 
TRAINING FLIGHT’ 


Shuttle Service Between 
Big Island and Alaska 
Has Been in Operation 


for Months.

WASHINGTON, June 5—Behind 

the urgent United States desire to 
maintain bases in Greenland is 
the existence of a regular bomber 
shuttle between the airstrips there 
and Alaska. This service—which 


has Been officially confirmed but 
little publicized—has been in oper- 
ation for several months. 

The War Department puts great 
emphasis on the continuation of 
these flights of B-29 long-range 
bombers because of the invaluable 
experience they afford in Arctic 
operations. It is understood that 
the planes are manned by United 
States pilots and Canadian navi- 
gators. | 

United States diplomats are ad- 
mitting that they face extremely 


delicate negotiations in satisfying 


the War Department's wishes. 
They do not hide their embarrass- 
ment over Denmark’s insistence 
on discussing the question of our 
bases in Greenland at this time. 
Insistence by this country on con- 
trolling at least an airstrip in 
Greenland is almost inevitable. 

(The 1941 agreement, which 
Denmark now wants to abrogate, 
involved for the United States a 
large airfield, a smaller airstrip, 
a small Navy fueling station and 
several weather stations manned 
by Danes for the United States.) 

Unless handled with infinite 
care, the issue may damage the 
traditional friendship between the 
United States and Denmark. And 
it is certain to provide grist for 
the Russian propaganda mill 
which is “itting heavily at Ameri- 
can “imperialism.” 

The issue is doubly delicate for 
Denmark itself. The 1941 agree- 
ment enabled occupied Denmark 
to retain sovereignty over Green- 
land with the United States tak- 
ing charge of its defenses and 
expelling small German detach- 
ments which had landed there. 

But today the situation has 
changed. The Soviet Union looks 
on all United States activities in 
the Arctic as directed against it- 
self, (Danish Communists haye 
led in the demand for ending the 
Danish-American agreement on 
Greenland.) And Denmark is not 
only anxious to maintain its tra- 
ditional friendship with Britain 
and the United States, but also 


dinavian countries, to cement its 
ties with Russia as security 
against future German aggression. 
It is believed here that Russian 
displeasure at our presence in 
Greenland has caused the Danes 
to bring the subject out in the 
open for clarification. 

Our officials consider Greenland 
as a key to the defense of the 
whole Western Hemisphere. Sec- 
retary of State George Marshall 
stated last week that it was high- 
ly desirable that Greenland not 
be occupied by an aggressor 
against the United States. 

The question of Arctic defenses 
is vital in United States-Soviet 
relations.

“There is a phase of this matter 
which is both interesting and seri- 
ous. The farmer has always pro- 
duced the foodstuffs to exchange 
with the city dweller for the other 
necessities of life. 
of labor is the basis of modern 
civilization. At the present time 
it is threatened with breakdown. 

“The town and city induktries 
are not producing adequate goods 
to exchange with the food-produc- 
ing farmer. Raw materials and 
fuel are in short supply. Machin- 
ery is lacking or worn out.

“The remedy lies in breaking 
the vicious circle and restoring 
the confidence of the European 
people in the economic future of 
their own countries and of Europe 
as a whole. The manufacturer 
and the farmer throughout wide 
areas must be able and willing to 
exchange their products for cur- 
rencies the continuing value of 
which is not open to question. 

“Aside from the demoralizing 
effect on the world at large and 
the possibilities of disturbances 
arising as a result of the despera- 
tion of the people concerned, the 
consequences to the economy of 
the United States should be ap- 
parent to all.

1. The Taft-Hartley labor bill.

in essential industries and provid- | 
ing new mediation machinery, 
probably will reach President Tru- 
man’s desk in a few days. It 
should be known definitely by 
about June 15 whether it is to be- 
come law. Many operators would 
like to see it enacted. 

2. Lewis builds up more pressure 
on the operators for a favorable 
settlement as the deadline for a

strike approaches. Lewis may 
reason that by July 7 some op- 
erators will be ready to write a 
contract. 


3. The current stalemate gives

4. The time lapse also provides 
an opportunity for negotiation be- 
tween Lewis and one or more 
smaller groups of operators who 
may be more willing to come to 
terms.

Such decisions were 
possible, and as to the courts, per- 
haps mandatory, because of the 
broad language of the Wagner Act. 


If the Taft-Hartley bill becomes 
a law much of the discretion con- 
ferred on the NLRB by the Wag- 
ner Act will be taken away by the 
congressional order that the board 
shall act only the “preponderance” 
of the testimony. The conference 
agreement also adopted the pro- 
vision of the House bill that pro- 
ceedings before the board should 
be conducted, so far as practic- 
able, in accordance with the rules 
of evidence applicable in United 
States district courts under the 
rules of civil procedure. The Wag- 
ner Act says that such rules shall 
not be controlling. 

Guide for Court Rulings. 

The explanatory statement by 
the conferees is important be- 
cause the Supreme Court has re- 
peatedly held that committee re- 
ports shall be given weight in de- 
termining the intent of Congress. 
Presumably the conferees had this 
in mind when they gave their 
reasons for changing the present

their taxes or because their as- 
sessménts had been erroneous.

Free Press Report Approved. 

The United Nations sub-com- 
mission on freedom of informa- 
tion and of the press completed 
its work yesterday with a last- 
minute protest from the Russian 
member against its failure to in- 
clude the struggle against Fas- 
cism as an objective of the press.

It will lessen 
their arbitrary control over em- 
ployes. They will not be able to 
compél employes to join unless a 
majority of them vote to do s0, 
and they cannot have an employe 
fired from his job merely because 
he talked up at a union meeting 
or refused to buy a raffle ticket. 

For Totally Barring Both. 

Personally, I would have pre- 
ferred to see a much cleaner job 
done, and by that I mean the total 
barring of both the closed and 
union shops. 

The unions themselves would be 
much better off under voluntary 
systems of membershir, rather 
than any form of compulsion, such 
as the union shop practice. 

But again let me say that we 
have the most danger- 
ous abuses of the latter. 

As to the closed shop, under 
which an employer can hire only 
from the ranks of the union, such 
a ice is contrary to all our 
principles of freedom. There has 
been much criticism that this pro- 
hibition constitutes a dire threat 
to labor. I suppose it 
does add up to some danger to un- 
ions, but you cannot have a free 
system without some risks. I feel

The best thing in the world for 
unions themselves would be to get 
away from that type of arbitrary 
compulsion to join that so often 
has been the policy in the past. 

Outlawing the closed shop sim- 
ply preserves the essential freedom 
ef the individual worker as 
against intimidation or coercion 
from any source, as I have so oft- 
en said before. 

The closed-shop contract is pe- 
culiar to America. It grew out of 
the fanatic opposition to unions 
which prevailed among most em- 
ag whose open shop was us- 

closed against any union 
member. The closed shop con- 
tract became a symbol of union 
security against employer oppo- 
tion and sabotage. 
However, when the National La- 
bor Relations Act became law, it 
eliminated that valid reason for 
this type of contract. Employers 
are now compelled by law to bar- 
gain with unions which enroll a 
majority of their employes and are 
prohibited from discriminating in 
any way against union employes. 

Closed Shop “Deeply IIliberal.“ 

The closed shop is a deeply il- 
liberal device. It turns over to an 
outside agency, the union, abso- 
lute control over the individual’s 

right and opportunity to work and 
earn a livelihood. The tempta- 
tion to abuse that kind of power 
is too great to place before any 
human being, even union leaders. 

Actually it is just as wrong in 

principle as that hated “yellow- 
dog contract by which employers 
sought to make non-membership 
in a union a condition of employ- 
ment. 

It violates two fundamental 
American principles: (1) that all 
individuals should enjoy the maxi- 
mum freedom consistent with en- 
joyment of the same degree of 

freedom by all others, and (2) that 
any monopoly in private control 
is wrong and dangerous in a free 
. society. 

I doubt whether barring of the 
closed shop will disrupt labor re- 
lations as much as is feared. 

It seems to me that unions now 
~ having closed shop contracts an

doing a good job for their mem- 
bers will continue to be about 
100 per cent organized, as the 
Railroad Brotherhoods are today, 
without a closed shop. Those 
unions whose members belong 
only because of compulsion are the 
ones likely to have trouble, and 
they should have it. 
“Totalitarian” Reasoning. 

The main theme of those who 
favor compulsory union member- 
ship is that without it, individual 
employes will either drop out ‘of 


raiding union and that thereby in 
the long run unions will be hurt 
and the employes themselves in- 
jured. That line of reasoning must 
assume that individual workers in 
America are too stupid to make 
proper decisions for themselves 
even in their own interest, and 
that union leaders must make the 
decisions for them. 

That, I submit, is totalitarian 
thinking, typical of that which 
prevailed in Nazi Germany and 
prevails today in Soviet Russia— 
namely, that the people are too 
stupid to know and decide what 
is good for them and that some 
particular group must have dicta- 
torial power to make their de- 
cisions for them and compel them 
to along. 

Obviously I think President Tru- 
man should sign the bill as revised 
by the conference committee. To 
do so would be in the best in- 
terests of the public, of a free 
society, and of unions themselves.

The union, under closed shop con- 
ditions, acts, in effect, as an em- 
ployment agency for the indus- 
try, reducing unemployment and 
spreading work equitably among 
its members.

does not receive any undue ad- 
vantage. It enables the union to 
discipline incompetent or unquali- 
fied workers. 

It is notable that our most suc- 
cessful collective bargaining is 
found in those industries which 
have long had the closed of union 
shops, such as clothing, building 
construction, the printing’ trades, 
the pottery industry, glass manu- 
facture, and others. 

“Undemocratic” Charge Denied, 

-It is frequently objected that 
the closed shop and the. union 
shop are “undemocratic’—to my 
mind a fallacious argument. 
union representing a majority of 
employes—and everyone agrees 
that majority rule is part of any 
democratic system — must, under 
modern industrial conditions, make 
agreements covering all employes, 
union and non-union alike. 

The demand that all employes 
join the union is merely a require- 
ment that all who share the bene- 
fits shall also share the burdens; 
and, most importantly, all em- 
ployes share the democratic rights 
of participation in the activities 
of the union. They gain the right 
to vote for union officers, to at- 
tend meetings, and to have a voice 
in the affairs of the union that 
represents them. 

In this view, the closed and the 
union shop extend, rather than 
limit, democratic privileges. 

Under. the present bills, the 
closed shop becomes completely 
illegal and the union shop is legal 
only it a majority of employes 
in the plant agree to it. Once in 
the union, a worker may be dis- 
charged only for non-membership 
arising out of a failure to pay 
dues. 


“Wholly Undesirable Results.” 


Taken together, these provisions 
will lead to wholly undesirable 
results, 

First, they mean that the right 
of employers to hire anti-union 
workers and thereby disrupt the 
union, is restored throughout all 
American industry. Even where 
these arrangements have operated 
most successfully and even though 
employers, unions and all em- 
ployes are completely satisfied, 
the closed shop is illegal. 

Second, the usefulness of the 
union shop is greatly reduced, for, 
if a worker is incompetent, or a 
labor spy, or steals the union 
funds, or is a racketeer, his em- 
ployer may not discharge him if 
he is suspended from the union. 
Certainly it will not help indus- 
trial stability to require union 
men to continue working with 
someone for whom they have a 
justifiable contempt. 

Third, the responsibility of the 
union is thereby greatly weakened. 
Left without means of disciplining 
the incompetent or the slothful or 
the merely disruptive, carefully 
built-up union standards may be 
expected to decline. 


Other Groups Not Regulated. 


We have not undertaken by 
federal law to regulate the mem- 
bership standards of other organ- 
izations, such as lodges, medical 
and ber associations, many of 
which enjoy in effect closed shops, 
and I think we should not do it 
for trade unions. We have not 
even regulated the membership 
requirements of organizations set 
up to represent the views of in- 
dustry and to organize the 
strength of employers in their 
dealings with workers, such as 
the Associated Industries, the Na- 
tional Association of Manufact- 
urers, and others, 

That there have been abuses of 
the closed shop and the union 
must be conceded. There have 
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been examples of nepotism, of 
race and religious prejudices, and 
of other arbitrary exclusions or 
expulsions, 

But this legislation throws out 
the baby with the bath; instead 
of correcting the abuses of the 
closed shop, ft merely abolishes it. 

Employers have been, and are, 
guilty of similar practices, and 


have refused to hire, or discharge 


workers for arbitrary reasons. Yet 
the bill leaves that more serious 
problem completely untouched. 


Other Arguments Rebutted. 
One usual justification for the 
bill is that the Railway Labor 
Act prohibits the closed shop and 
that this has worked well; yet 
recently A. F. Whitney, of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, pointed out to the Senate 
Committee on Labor the unsatis- 
factory results of that prohibition, 
which was originally adopted to 
outlaw the “yellow-dog” contract. 
It is also insisted that Great 
Britain has not used the closed 
shop agreement. Father Toner, of 
Seattle, Wash., an authority on 
the closed shop, pointed out to the 
Senate committee that in practice 
most English trade unions op- 
erate under closed shops. 
This problem is too complex to 
warrant blanket legislation of the 
type now proposed by the federal 
government. It should be left 
where it belongs, at the plant level, 
to be worked out by the people on 
the spot—management, unions and 
employes in the manner that best 
meets the needs of each problem. 
I remain convinced that if this 
bill becomes law it will greatly 
inconvenience many employers 
who now benefit from such agree- 
ments. From unions and workers 
we may expect a storm of in- 
dignation as its weakening effect 
on trade unions becomes clear. 
For these reasons, I feel strong- 
ly that President Truman should 
veto the bill. ...

He ex- 
plained that Johnston had asked 
him six weeks ago to counsel and 
advise him personally, not the in- 
dustry, on legal matters, 

Byrnes said he accepted a re- 
tainer, providing he would not be 
required to go before a legisla- 
tive committee. The former Sec- 
retary, who, as a Senator, was the 
ace cloakroom commando of the 
dramatic Roosevelt operations, 
said he insisted upon this proviso 
with all his clients “as I never 
did believe in doing that.”

NEW YORK, June 5 (AP), 
ORE than 200 installations 
M are working at full speed 

from coast to coast to keep 
the United States well in the lead 
in the global atomic race, the 
magazine United Nations World 
reported yesterday. 

The magazine, devoted to cow 
ering United Nations affairs but 
not an official U.N. organ, pub- 
lished a map of the world detail- 
ing the three major stages of the 
atomic contest. 

This map showed that many na- 
tions scattered around the globe 
have a hand in the atomic prob- 
lem, which for almost a year has 
baffled the scientists and dele- 
gates of the United Nations Atom- 
ic Energy Commission. 

The commission has made a- 
most no progress toward settling 
the basic disputes between the 
United States and Soviet Russia 
over how to control the atom for 
peaceful purposes. 

The map shows that any atomie 
control agency which might be set 
up would have the bulk of its 
work laid out for it in Russia and 
the United States. The United 
States is dotted with atomic re 
search centers but is comparative- 
ly poor in the basic resources. The 
map lists at least nine areas in 
Russia and Siberia where uranium 
deposits are said to exist. 

Uranium and thorium are the 
two elements used in making the 
atomic bomb. The United Nations 
World states there are three ma- 
jor stages in the atomic race: 

1. There are only two major 
regions on earth where pitch- 
blende, the chief source of urani- 
um, is mined in substantial quan- 
tities: at Labine Point, on the east 
side of Great Bear lake in Can- 
ada’s Northwest Territories, and 
in Katanga, Belgian Congo. The 
Magazine says the Stanthorpe 
area in Queensland, Australia, 
might be added if Australian 
Continued on Page 8, Column 5.

Mr. Nolte Against Co-operation 


The City Water Department has re-submitted 
its bill to permit the sale of surplus water to 
St. Louis County Water Co., and Comptroller 
Louis Nolte has renewed his attack. 

Mr. Nolte argues that the contract would 
benefit the County Water Co.—would therefore 
make liv in the county more attractive and 
delay ultimate city-county consolidation. Natu- 
rally it would benefit County Water. But, accord- 
ing to Water Commissioner Thomas J. Skinker, 
it would also benefit city water funds $25,000 
a year. 

The TVA, a public agency, exchanges power 
with several privately owned utilities, and the 
mutual savings are shared with the owners and 
customers of both parties. It is hard to see how 
anyone can uphold the contrary wasteful prin- 
ciple of non-co-operation. No one would propose 
closing the Express Highway, which makes easier 
access to and from the county, ¢ or collecting a 
fee at each city entrance. 

Mr. Nolte’s questions about the terms of the 
contract are another matter. Certainly any ar- 
rangement of this sort should fully protect the 
service to taxpayers of St. Louis. The Aldermen 
should check Mr. Nolte at this point carefully, 
but they will not want to follow him down his 
road of general opposition. 
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Steel for the West 


Henry Kaiser is asking the government to 
grant him on the wartime steel plant he built 
at Fontana, Calif., a writeoff roughly equivalent 
to that granted the United States Steel Corp. 
when it bought the fine steel plant which the 
government built at Geneva, Utah. 

The RFC sold the $200,000,000 Geneva plant 
to United States Steel for 21 cents on the dollar, 
and the sale was in violation of the spirit of 
Congress’s stipulation that war plants should be 
disposed of in such a way as to oppose the trend 
toward the centralization of industry. 

Unless Kaiser is granted terms as generous as 
those granted United States Steel, one of the big 
steel companies will bid in the Fontana plant 


| and industrial concentration will be furthered. 


If that happens, the West Coast will stand little 
chance to slash the excess of $5 or so a ton it 
has heretofore had to pay above the price of 
steel in the East. 

It will be sad and ironic if the government 
ends by taking a loss of a quarter of a billion 
dollars or so on wartime steel plants built in the 
West without the West getting even presumptive 
relief from monopolistic prices on steel. 
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Argentine Anomaly 

A hard problem confronts the State Depart- 
ment in its decision to play ball again with 
Argentina. How can it help the country with- 
out playing into the hands of the _— right- 
ist clique that rules it? 

The same problem comes up in every country 
where the Truman Doctrine is being applied, but 
in none other so sharply as in. Argentina. 

In Greece the extreme reactionaries around 
King Paul have at least some opposition from 
moderates in the person of Themistocles Sophou- 
lis. In France a still more active agency of 
moderation is supplied by the Socialist party. 
In Turkey, though it is a dictatorship, there is at 
least one saving grace—the dictatorship is pro- 
duced for domestic consumption rather than for 
export. 

Argentina combines roughly all the worst 
features of these other situations: it is a dictator- 


ship, without opposition or the probability of 


effective opposition from the center, and it is 
dictatorship produced for export. The fortunes 
of Dictator Peron will influence the trend of 
events in Chile, Bolivia, Uruguay and Brazil 
particularly. 

Surplus arms now can be sold to Argentina, 


and standardized war equipment and the skill to. 


use it may be provided under a hemispheric de- 


fense plan recommended to Congress by the 
President. This will strengthen Peron’s hold on 


the country unless positive means are found, and 
applied, to prevent it. 

The two most plainly visible {ll effects would 
be: First, democratic sentiment in Argentina 
and all over South and Central America would 
be discouraged. Second, a blow would be struck 
at the international parley at Geneva on freedom 
of trade, for the Peron Government is up to its 
ears in monopoly state trading. 

The United States needs Argentina’s co-opera- 
tion in order to go ahead with the inter-Ameri- 
can conference and the hemisphere-defense pro- 
gram, it is true. Nevertheless, the ugly fact of 
dictatorship remains. Peron controls, with an 
absolute hand, Argentina’s labor, its supreme 
court, its import-export trade, its schools, and 
most of its newspapers. 

There is plenty of evidence also that he ad- 
mires the fascist archetype, as in the open- 
armed welcome his country gave to Benito Mus- 
solini’s son, Vittorio, the proposal in the gov- 
ernment-controlled press to erect a statue in 
honor of Il Duce, and the loan to Franco. 

It is possible that the United States Govern- 
ment could play the game with Argentina its 
own way instead of Peron's way. Spruille Bra- 
den, who is out of the State Department under 
the new policy, thought not. In any case, the 
situation is heavily loaded in Peron’s favor. It 
will take all the diplomatic craft at this coun- 
try’s disposal to deal with him on as good as 
equal terms. 

Perhaps it may be accomplished if every step 
is taken in the canny consciousness that what is 
being ‘done is being done for the sake of hemi- 
spheric defense and in no way for the sake of 
Argentine dictatorship. 

Otherwise it would be better not to have dealt 
with Peron at all. 
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India’s Defeat by India 


Britain’s policy toward India may turn out to 
have been shrewder, as well as more humani- 
tarian, under the Labor Government than it was 
in Churchill’s Conservative regime. Only a few 
years ago, when dominion status was mentioned, 
it was roundly booed by all Indian leaders. Now 
dominion status is planned for this year, and 
India’s leaders speak for it. 

In the interim, India has gone far to prove to 
the world, and to its own leaders that it is not 
ready for complete independence. The Attlee 
Government offered it to India in March of last 
year and followed by announcing last February 
that it would withdraw from the subcontinent by 
June of 1948. The response to these generous 
moves has been intensification of civil strife. 

If Britain withdrew, the certain signs are that 
open war would flare between Hindu and Mos- 
lem. Yet if commonwealth status is established, 
it may prove a fait accompli that will last a long 
while. There would not be as much provocation 
to tug at that subtle bond as there was before 
to sunder imperial chains. 

The leaders of India are obstructing the real- 
ization of their own aims. They are doing so 
because they do not yet hate dependency as 
much as they hate each other. 
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The Returns Are In

Russia’s Real Strength

Since the diplomatic correspondents re- 
turned from Moscow the British daily press 
has decided that the Soviet Union is weak, 
poor and in no state to risk conflict with 
the United States. With one or two nota- 
ble exceptions the newspapers have pro- 
claimed the belief, in rather naive and ar- 
rogant terms; which probably means that 
yet another swing has taken place in the 
public view of the Russians. 


The exaggerated fears have given way 
to exaggerated relief; and those who wish 
to appear really in the know now mutter 
arrogantly: “No real trouble with the Rus- 
sians for 10 years.” 


Such an attitude is quite irresponsible. 
Those who give the matter their expert at- 
tention decided long ago what has just been 
discovered by the correspondents in Mos- 
cow—that the Russians have an immense, 
exhausting and exasperating task of recov- 
ery before them, demanding all their effort 
and concentration. 


Nonetheless, a rough picture of Soviet 
strength and limitations has been emerg- 
ing bit by bit. It might be entitled “Wait- 
ing for the Slump” and would show in the 
foreground an aging Mr, Stalin waiting 
in the Kremlin—just a shade impatiently— 
for an American slump in his time, 


Fascism, Soviet Version 


The pure doctrine says that a crisis in 
Western capitalism, a failure by the Amer- 
icans to maintain their power by produc- 
tion and full employment, must lead to 
Fascism—or a new version of it. And Fas- 
cism, as the simplest Soviet citizen can 
understand, means war against the Soviet 
Union, For that he must be prepared. 


Over-simplified though it may be, it is 
in some such deliberate view of the future 
that the main strength of the Soviet Union 
lies. That the Soviet Government should 
be able, against such a background, to ap- 
peal for the same shock-worker spirit and 
for the same effort to rebuild’ for power 
rather than for circuses that it did 15 years 
ago, shows the strength of its emotional 
and administrative hold over the people. 


Those who make their assessments of 
comparative power by statistical calcula- 


tions of national production and wealth will 
not have much difficulty in convincing 
themselves that it will be a very long time 
before the Soviet Union is likely to “catch 
up” the West in any real sense. It is these 
economic and statistical arguments which, 
presumably, lie behind the current belief 
in the West that, whatever the ultimate 
menace, Russia will be too weak to con- 
stitute a threat for 10 years. 


But when the analysis passes from eco- 
nomic comparisons to the political field, 
Russian diplomacy has enormous advan- 
tages. First and foremost, the Soviet lead- 
ers can be absolutely certain that no gov- 
ernment which is in the Western sense 
democratic can suddenly declare aggressive 
war. It cannot even secretly prepare de- 
fensive war. 


Time on Russia’s Side 


Secondly, they need fear within the 
U.S. S. R. itself no organized criticism 
through recognized constitutional or public 
channels—no strikes, demonstrations, pas- 
sive resistance or sabotage. 


Thirdly, they can be certain of denying 
to the major industrial countries of Europe 
precisely those advantages; they can count 
on Communist parties everywhere to play 
the fifth-column role if ordered to. 


Lastly, the directors of Soviet foreign 
policy have an advantage of inestimable 
value: they can control most of the infor- 
mation on the outside world which reaches 
the Russian public. They can therefore 
prepare the ground for any move that 
might be unpopular, or inconsistent, or un- 
familiar. 


There is, therefore, a real sense in which 
time is on Russia's side. If the Truman- 
Marshall policy were to be pursued with- 
out deviation for 20 years, the United States 
would be even stronger relatively to the 
Soviet Union than it is today. But will 
the policy be so pursued? 


To ask the question is to realize how 
right Mr. Stalin is to be so interested in 
the prospect of an American slump, for 
though it would not undermine the sources 
of American strength (a slump is, after 
all, a phenomenon of plenty), it might well 
sap the bases of American policy, 


Community Property Tax Injustice 


— 


From the Milwaukee Journal 


The Wisconsin Legislature has memorial 
ized Congress to correct an inequality in 
the income tax that exists because of the 
community property laws in nine states. 

In these states, the law now permits hus- 
band and wife each to report half their 
joint income, regardless of how it was 


earned, Even when the wife has no in- 


come at all, it is presumed (because of the 
community property provisions in these 
states) that half the income is hers. The 
result is that a married couple in such a 
state at the $10,000 net income level pays 
$342 less than a similar couple in Wiscon- 
sin. 

This is obviously unfair and should be 
stopped. The right way to stop it, of 


course, would be to deny a special privilege 


to residents of the community property 


states. An attempt to meet the problem 
that way was made in Congress in 1941 
but was defeated. Since then, the reverse 
procedure—giving to the residents of all 
states this community property privilege— 
has several times been suggested. That is a 
less desirable way to achieve equality, for 
it would greatly lower the taxes of the 
married man in comparison with the un- 
married. 

If the 1941 proposal cannot be success- 
fully revived, however, it may be hoped 
that the current plan may succeed, Its 
adoption would result in a tax saving of 
one billion dollars in 1948 to married cou- 
ples in the 39 states which do not have the 
community property principle. This might 
call for further changes in the tax laws, 
but at least there would be equality. 


Between Book Ends 


Labor Courts: Danger 


GERMAN LABOR COURTS, by ‘Frieda Wunderlich 
(University of North Carolina Press, Chapel Pill.) 
Labor courts were introduced in Ger- 

many by municipalities and developed into 

an elaborate agency of the national gov- 
ernment. An absorbing portion of Miss 

Wunderlich’s book is devoted to a discus- 

sion of the facility with which the Nazis 

converted them into instrumentalities for 
the subjection of workers. 

Labor courts in Germany were not 
“courts” as we know them, but adminis- 
trative agencies which also possessed ju- 
dicial powers. The judges in each instance 
included, besides a law judge, two other 
judges who were not lawyers, a representa- 
tive of management and of labor. 

The parties could not be represented by 
lawyers in the trial courts. Our concept 
of due process was unknown; the standard 
was that of social expediency. The courts 
could impose contract terms and force the 
parties to accept a contract they had not 
agreed upon. 

A number of bills in Congress and state 
legislatures would create agencies with 
functions approaching those of labor courts. 
Miss Wunderlich's excellent analysis of the 
German experience causes one to question 
the validity of such proposals. 

Do we want the consequences? If such 
agencies had the power, directly or indi- 
rectly, to impose contracts on management 
and labor, they would certainly bring an 
end to collective bargaining. Our economic 
system would be drastically altered; per- 
haps even a wake would soon be in order. 

The experience of other countries (such 
as Australia, New Zealand and Sweden) 
gives no evidence that such courts would 
solve our problems. Kansas once estab- 
lished a labor court but it was declared 
unconstitutional. From 1901 to 1939, Mis 
souri had a law creating a Board of Media- 
tion and Arbitration with characteristics 
approaching the administrative functions of 
labor courts. The board served no useful 
purpose and the Legislature repealed the 
dormant law after 38 years. 

The principal argument for labor courts 
is that they could settle labor disputes with 
speed and finality, but such settlement 
would inevitably result in restriction or 
even loss of free trade unions and private 
management of business.

“Siam needs physicians,” he said.

Dr. Ruangsiri, who began his 
studies at Washington University 
in 1940, after receiving a medical 
degree at the Bangkok university, 
had his education interrupted dur- 
ing the war by service with the 
Office of Strategic Services. He 
served as a medical officer. with 
American officers attached to the 
Siamese guerrilla forces. 

He received his master of sci- 
ence degree from Washington Uni- 
versity in 1941.

Dr. Ru- 
angsiri is 32 years old. 
Although he said he enjoyed his 
stay in the United States, he will 
be happy to return to Siam. It 
is very different from America,“ 
he said, but people are pretty 
much the same everywhere—at 
least to a student of anatomy.”

The group will consider the de- 
cline in waterfowl population from 
125,000,000 in 1944 and 80,000,000 
last year to 54,000,000 last January 
—the lowest since 1938—and the 
tremendous increase in hunters 
since 1938, estimated as high at 
200 per cent. 
Last year the hunting season 
for migratory waterfowl was re- 
duced from 80 to 45 days, the daily 
bag limit from 10 to seven, and the

OVERPOPULATION 
IS STILL JAPAN’S 
NO. 1 PROBLEM

extensive trade controls will be 
needed. The Far Eastern Com- 
mission has authorized the fixing 
of reparations on a basis that 
would leave enough industrial ca- 
pacity in Japan for this country 
to enjoy a standard of living sim- 
ilar to that of 1930-34. This stand- 
ard, while much better than the 
present one, was not very high. 
Even with extensive American 
help it is doubtful whether the 
level can be reached by 1950, 
which is the target date. Nor is 
the level a final or permanent one. 
Whether Japan is going to be able 
to elevate herself beyond that level 
depends on the kind of a peace 
imposed upon her. 


Future of Japan’s Trade. 
It is evident that Japan’s inter- 


national trade will in the future 


be different in pattern from what 
it was in the past. The Japa- 
nese are being encouraged to 
build up their commerce along 
complementary rather than com- 
petitive lines with other Asiatic 
nations. If permitted, Japan will 
henceforth put more emphasis on 
such highly fabricated exports as 
machinery, machine tools, electri- 
cal equipment, railway rolling 
stock, bicycles and scientific in- 
struments, She is the only Far 
Eastern count capable of pro- 
ducing euch articles in large quan- 
tities and the need throughout 
Asia is enormous, Thus Japan 
would be improving her own eco- 
nomic status, while at the same 
time assisting in the rehabilita- 


3 tion of her war-ravaged neighbors. 


Cotton and rayon textiles and 
silk, which before the war domi- 
nated Japanese exports, will con- 
tinue to be substantial items of 
trade although it is doubtful 
whether they will ever attain 
their prewar importance. Today 


at only 2,000,000 cotton spindles are 


operating in Japan, compared 
with a prewar total of 13,000,000. 
As part of a plan for building up 
Japanese living standards to the 
1980-’34 level, it has been esti- 
mated that cotton milling capac- 
ity should be increased to around 
6,000,000 spindles. For the same 
purposes, steel production might 
be leveled off at about 3,500,000 
tons, or less than half the war- 
time peak. It is suggested that 
Japan be allowed to manufacture 
375 locomotives annually in this 
interim period, of which about 
250 would be sold to China or 
other countries that need them. 
China-art Objects and novelties 
will boost the export total, but 


not materially. A major source 


of foreign exchange in the future 
may be the tourist trade. An am- 
bitious program is afoot to build 
resort hotels capable of accommo- 
dating the thousands of free- 
spending American sightseers who 
are expected to begin pouring into 


3 this country in 1949 or 1950. 


In return for her exports, Japan 
hopes to receive such necessary 
raw materials as foodstuffs, raw 
cotton, salt, rubber and oil, mostly 
from the United States, China and 
the South Pacific, 

Shipping Shortage. 

But there are serious hitches in 
Japan's postwar trade plans, Ship- 
ping is one of them. She has only 
1,000,000 tons and needs 3,000,000. 
It ig problematical whether the 
Allies will allow the Japanese 
merchant fleet to exceed 2,000,000 
tons, or about half the prewar 
figure. Her internal rehabilitation 
problem is tremendous, Factory 
production stands today at only 
30 per cent of normal. Japanese 
industrial equipment is largely 
worn out or outdated. Much of 
what is left after 


have been taken will have to be 
replaced or repaired, Its rehabili- 
tation to the extent necessary will 
not be possible without American 
credits or private investment by 
foreign capital. American capital 
is already beginning to show in- 
terest in investment opportunities 
here, although nothing can 
done until controls are removed. 

Japan’s recovery is seriously im- 
peded by delays in the drawing up 
of a peace treaty and interna- 
tional differences on reparations. 
Neither time nor place has been 
fixed for the peace conference on 
Japan, but the lines of contro- 
versy are begining to take shape. 
While the treaty problem is less 
complex than that of Germany it 
bristles, nevertheless, with thorny 
issues, A major squabble may de- 
velop: at the start over the num-

participate in the formal talks. 
The Soviet Union will probably 
want the conference limited to a 
minimum representation—possibly 
only Russia, China, Britain and 
the United States. Such a sug- 
gestion would draw protest from 
the smaller Pacific nations which 
would prefer participation by all 
11 countries represented on the 
Far Eastern Commission.

Then there is the problem of 
how long, by whom and to what 
extent Japan should be controlled 
after the treaty is consummated. 
The mixed reactions provoked in 
the United States and abroad by 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s sug- 
gestion of United Nations super- 
vision show how contradictory are 
the viewpoints. For the sake of 
smoothness of control, many ob- 
servers, including most Japanese, 
would prefer American super- 
vision in the post-treaty period. 
One suggested compromise’ is a 
kind of American trusteeship un- 
der United Nations auspices and 
with the assistance of an interna- 
tional advisory commission. 


Whether a token force of Allied 
troops should be retained on Jap- 
anese soi] for a prolonged period 
after the occupation is a moot 
point. Some argue that the pres- 
ence of American troops and air- 
craft on Okinawa and the proxim- 
ity of Russian and Chinese forces 
on the continent would provide a 
sufficient assurance of Japan’s ful- 
fillment of her treaty obligations. 
There are compelling , reasons, 
however, for maintaining a small 
contingent of highly mobile Allied 
forces on the homeland of Japan 
as a deterrent to internal disorder 
from minority pressure groups and 
would give needed stimulus to the 
implementation of the MacArthur 
reforms, many of which have yet 
to be translated from paper into 
action. 

The reparations problem is far 
from final solution. The discrep- 
ancy between the American and 
Russian views might be widened if 
the Russians were to demand un- 
duly heavy reparations trom cur- 
rent Japanese production.

The contrivance is an ejector, 
now about perfected, to throw 
men out of planes flying 600 miles 
an hour, shooting them so high 
that the plane’s tail will not hit 
them when they bail out.

Report on Pilots, 

Charges that the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board in Washington has 
been granting flight certificates 
to pilots whom medical examiners 
found physically deficient were 
made to the association yesterday, 
but these handicapped pilots, the 
report stated, apparently have had 
no more accidents than men 
sound in health and limb. 
Actually the below-par men had 
Slightly fewer accidents, but the 
report declared the differences 
were not enough to be significant. 

Dr. H. R. Bohlman of Balti- 
more said “laymen are passing 
judgment on medical problems, 
and against sound medical advice 
are granting certificates to fly.” 

The medical examinations are 
made by physicians of the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority, and then 
go to the board for final action.

Fingerprint on Death 
Weapon Identified as 
That of 16-Year-Old 
Defendant. | 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., June 5 (UP) 
—The State rested its case today 
in the trial of Stuart B. Allen, 
16-year-old foster son of the rec- 
tor of Christ Episcopal Church, 
accused in the killing of Church 
Sexton John Frank. 

A fingerprint taken from an 
electric drill used im the killing 
had been identified earlier as a 
print from Allen's right little fin- 
ger. The identification of the 
print was made by 8. F. Latona, 
a Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion agent. 

Latona said one print was taken 
from the drill April 2, immediate- 
ly after discovery of the killing 
of the 58-year-old sexton in the 
church. That print checked with 
a print taken from young Allen 
on April 7, following his arrest, 
Latona testified. 

Chief Defense Attorney R. A. 
Brown Jr. made no attempt to 
contest the testimony of Latona, 
although e*rlier he again stressed 
defense objection to admission of 
Allens four-page confession. 
Judge Duval Smith late yesterday 
admitted the confedsion over 
Brown's protest.

SURVEY INDICATES 
ARMY AND NAVY HAD 
TOO MANY DOCTORS 


A. M. A. Journal Says They 
Had Idle Time, but Civilian 
Physicians Overworked. 


CHICAGO, June 5 (UP)—A re- 
port by the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association charged 
today that the Army and Navy 
inducted more doctors during the 
war than were needed, As a re- 
sult, the Journal said, many Army 
and Navy doctors had on 
their hands, while civilian physi- 
cians were overworked, 

The charge was made in a re- 
port on a survey in which 26,000 
former medical officers answered 
questionnaires. The report was 
written by Frank G.. Dickinson, 
director of the Medical Associa- 
tion’s bureau of medical economic 
research. 

Dickinson said the former serv- 


ice doctors were asked to estimate P 


how many physicians actually 
were needed in their units. For- 
mer Army doctors estimated on 
an average that their units could 
have functioned efficiently with 72 
per cent of the medical officers on 
hand. Navy doctors estimated that 
their units could have operated 
with 70 per cent, Dickinson said. 
In contrast to the report, Dick- 
inson said, questionnaires an- 
swered by 2322 civilian doctors 
selected at random showed that 
they treated 76 per cent more pa 
tients in 1944 than in 1941. ,

Packets Received by 
Them and Other British 
Officials Attributed to

LONDON, June 5 (AP)—A Scot- 
land Yard spokesman said today 
many prominent Britons, includ- 
ing high government leaders, were 
targets of a murder-by-mail plot 
of “Jewish terrorists,” apparently 
in reprisal for British Palestine 
olicy. ° 
Scotland Yard revealed that 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
and his predecessor, Anthony 
Eden, were among recipients of 
the “letter bombs.” Bevin's pri- 
vate secretary discovered the 

et in his mail and took it 
immediately to the police, Eden 
informed the Yard that he got one 
of the letters and carried it in his 
briefcase 24 hours before suspect- 
ing it. 

Discovery of the “letter bombs” 
were disclosed yesterday, when 
Scotland Yard announced that en- 
velopes containing explosive pow- 
der and tiny detonators had been 
sent to several leading figures in 
British life. 

A Yard spokesman said three 
more such letter bombs were un- 
covered today. All recipients thus 
far had been warned or became 
suspicious in time and the letters 
were turned over to police, 

The spokesman said the bombs 
were “very dangerous and suf- 
ficiently powerful to kill or per- 


A.W.O.L. SOLDIER 
CAPTURED; HID IN 
CAVE SINCE 1942 


Fugitive Said to Have Dis- 
guised Self as Woman in 
Buying Supplies. 


CLARKSBURG, W. Va., June 5 
(AP)—A soldier said to have lived 


almost five years in a cave in the 
nearby hill country after going 
AWOL in September 1942 was ar- 
rested yesterday. 

Deputy Sheriff Andy Casto 
identified the man as Jesse W. 
Starr, 30 years old, of Mount Clare, 
about f've miles from Clarksburg. 
Casto said he went “over the hill” 
from Camp Reynolds, Pa., eight 
months after being drafted. 
Casto and a detail of military 
police caught Starr at the home 
of a friend at Mount Clare, where 
he turned up three days ago after 
deciding to abandon his life in the 
cave about a mile from the town. 
Casto said Starr had let his hair 
grow long and wore women’s 
clothes on occasional trips into 
Clarksburg for supplies. An in- 
spection of the cave showed Starr 
had enlarged the natural opening 
until he had a niche about the 
size of a bedroom. He slept on a 
clump of straw and rags.

PROPOSED HOSPITAL HELD 
TO VIOLATE BUILDING CODE 


A proposal to convert the Ches- 
ter Apartments at 4943 Lindell 
boulevard into a hospital and 
clinic was blocked yesterday when 
Building Commissioner A. H. 
Baum ruled that operation of a 
hospital at the location was in 
violation of the building code. 

Baum said the site was less than 
125 feet from a garage, the mini- 
mum distance permitted by the 
code between institutional build- 
ings and places where gasoline is 
stored. The garage is on York 
avenue, a short street between 
Lindell boulevard and Maryland 
avenue, west of the apartment site,

It is be- 
lieved that the new decree brings 
about standardization of the ad- 
ministration of criminal law.

GANDHI WON'T OPPOSE 
PLAN TO PARTITION INDIA 


NEW DELHI, June 5 (INS)— 
Mohandas K. Gandhi, Hindu spir- 
itual leader, said last night he 
would not oppose the British par- 
tition plan for India. 

Gandhi conferred with the Vice- 
roy, Viscount Mountbatten, yester- 
day for 45 minutes and then told 
a prayer meeting last night that 
he would not advise Indians to 
rebel against the Congress party 
decision. He expressed confidence 
that a Hindu and Moslem India 
ultimately would be united, and 
said he wanted to tell Mohammed 
Ali Jinnah, the Moslem League 
leader: 


“You have got what you wanted. 
You should now invite Congress 
and other parties to a conference 
to find a solution independent of 
the British.”

HOW DOES the public feel about this canned 
talent? Well, there has been resistance but it 
appears to be crumbling away. Martin Block 
was originally established on WNEW in New 
York because it was felt that New Yorkers didn’t 
want soap opera, live or dead. This assumption 
proved correct. Block has consistently outdrawn 
soap opera in New York. With two networks 
soon to feature daytime dise jockey shows, the 
soaps will soon get some of the same competition 
throughout the rest of the country. (In many 
cities, they already have.) 

As for the difference between live and canned 
talent, Block provides an excellent illustration. 
Martin Block's transcribed disc jockey show on 
WNEW draws more listeners in New York and 
vicinity than Martin Block in person on the 
Chesterfield “Supper Club,” an expensive live 
show on NBC at the same time. (Chesterfield 
doesn’t mind because it sponsors both shows.) 

A transcription executive recently summed up 
succinctly the dispute between live and tran- 
scribed shows with the remark: “If canned talent 
is bad in itself, then the whole motion picture 
industry is built on sand.”

How to Hold Successful Barbecue 
First (Says Man) Send Wife to Show Until All Cooking Is Finished 


By Hoyt Alden 


HE first rule for a successful 
barbecue ig to give the Little 
Woman 50 cents and send her to 


the picture show. Tell her what. 


time the steak, ribs or chicken 
will come off the fire and let her 
land in the back yard in time to 
eat but not soon enough to monkey 
with the works. Barbecue is, and 
always has been, strictly a man’s 
business and you better keep it 
that way if you want to get any- 
thing fit to eat. 

Your barbecue pit can be any- 
thing from one of those super 
built-in bs to a hole in the 
ground, but if you don’t watch 
your step the product won't justify 
the time and material. Get your- 
self a long-handled fork, a pair of 
tongs, a long-handled brush and 
a pair of gloves and you are ready 
to go. Build your fire up ahead 
of time, particularly if you use 
charcoal, and let it die down to a 
bed of coals. Have enough of it, 
depending on how many customers 
are on tap, so you won't have to 
disturb it after you start to cook. 
Have a saucepan of water handy 
to sprinkle on the charcoal if it 
gets away from you and begins to 
flame after the cooking begins. 

Steak is the favorite meat for 
outdoor meals in this country and 
there is nothing better if you will 
observe a few simple rules, They 
are: 

1. put a few tablespoons of olive 
oll and a crushed garlic pod on a 
platter and marinate your steak in 
this mixture for an hour or s0 
before cooking. Do not use butter. 
ro burns quickly. Olive oil does 
n . ; 
2—Sear the steak quickly on 
both sides and then cook. Do 
not stand around poking the meat 
with a fork, allowing all the juice 
to run into the fire. Brush it with 
olive oil and garliy or with bar- 
becue sauce. Turn with tongs or 
a clean cloth. 

Personally, while I like sauce on 
ribs, chicken or lamb, steak seems 
the best this way: Follow the di- 
rections already given and while 
the steak is cooking put two or 
three tablespoons of butter on a 
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BEFORE YOU LIGHT THE FIRE, CHASE THE LITTLE WOMAN IN THE 
HOUSE, AT LEAST. 


platter and place near the fire. 
As the butter melts, mix a little 
prepared mustard, salt, pepper and 
a bit of garlic. When the steak is 
done flop it on the platter and eat. 

However, here is a sauce that 
goes well with steak or anything 
else cooked out of doors: 

A quarter of pound of butter, 
a dash of dry mustard, a pinch 
of cayenne, two tablespoons of 
catsup, two tablespoons of lemon 


juice, two tablespoons of vinegar, 
a half a clove of crushed garlic, 
two tablespoons of tomato sauce 
and two tablespoons of chopped 
parsley, Mix and thin with a lit- 
tle water, simmer over a low fire. 

Ribs, of course, are the stand- 
ard barbecue all over the south 
and southwest. The short ends 
are the best but whole ribs make 
a delicious meal, with cole slaw. 
I know a barbecue expert who 


browns ribs well over the char- 
coal fire, puts them in a baking 
pan, pours the sauce over all and 
finishes them off in the oven. 
They are wonderful. 


His sauce is made like this: 

Mince a medium-sized onion 
with a clove of garlic and cook in 
a half a cup of butter until tender. 
Then add two teaspoons of mus- 
tard, two teaspoons of salt, two 
tablespoons of chili powder, two 
cups of tomato soup, a half a cup 
of water and six tablespoons of 
lemon juice. Cook this until it 
thickens, or about six minutes. 


Chickens make the finest of all 
barbecues but they must be done 
RIGHT. Young fryers split in 
half are the best subjects but the 
tender meat has a tendency to dry 
out quickly over a hot charcoal 
fire. There is a Missouri Negro 
who describes himself as the Bar- 
becue King and after sampling his 
chicken all you can say is that he 
is a master of understatement. He 
brings his own sauce and will tell 
no man how he makes it but after 
a many a dismal attempt I dupli- 
cated it as follows: For four 
halves, take two cups of dry sher- 
ry, one cup of water, a cup of 
onion juice, a cup of butter, a 
pinch of cayenne, a teaspoon and 
a half of marjoram and a half a 
cup of olive oil. Paint the chicken 
with olive oil, then mix everything 
that is left in a roasting pan. Now 
douse the pieces in the sauce, broil 
them over the fire, basting con- 
stantly with the sauce. When al- 
most done, toss the pieces into the 
pan, which has been getting hot 
alongside your fire, move the pan 
over the flame and finish cooking. 
It’s the best. 


And to go with any of these 
meats and make your reputation 
as a barbecue king, take as many 
ears of golden bantam corn as 
you need. Remove the outer lay- 
ers of the husk, plunge the ears 
into boiling water for 10 minutes. 
Remove the husks and wrap each 
ear with three or four slices of 
thin bacon, held on with tooth- 
picks. Melt some butter and pea- 
nut butter together, baste the ears 
and barbecue, basting as you go 
along.

ITANS OF FINANCE” is 
the inquiry here, but we 
are familiar with the use 
of the term in various connections 
to describe the greatest in any 
field, always with the idea of big- 
ness, power, the enormous in size 
or superhuman in strength.

When Uranus imprisoned 
the disagreeable Cyclopes and 
Kehatoncheires (100-handed mon- 
sters) in Ge’s domain, the earth, 
Ge goaded the Titans to revenge. 
The father was murdered, and the 
son, Kronos, reigned in his place. 
To avoid his father's fate, Kronos 
swallowed his children by Rhea 
as soon as they were born, but 
in the case of Zeus, his mother 
fooled Kronos by giving him a 
stone wrapped in  swaddling 
clothes, and Zeus lived to force 
his father to disgorge the other 
children, So started a war in 
which Zeus defeated the Titans 
and had them cast into the Tar- 
tarus!

London sounds off to his heart’s 
content in his editorial column, 
entitled: “Glimpses—On the Cuff.” 
In it he doesn’t try to solve the 
world’s weighty problems, but 
leaves that job for the bigger 
newspapers. So far as the Post- 
Dispatch is concerned, the pro- 
posed installation of a new street- 
light is of much greater news 
value than a rowdy session of the 
United Council. 


Then, too, London has a habit 
of imparting a little extra infor- 
mation in his news items. For 
instance, if Louise Culpepper had 
left town for a visit with rela- 
tives, the average paper probably

would carry an item like this: 

“Miss Louise Culpepper left 
Rockingham Sunday to spend the 
summer with her aunt, Cleopatra 
Hicks, at Tip Top, Virginia.”

ERE are some exercises to 
H beautify your figure. 

To slim your midriff, lie on 
your back with arms parallel to 
sides. Raise legs at right angles 
to the body with soles of the feet 
toward the ceiling. Then lower 
the legs very slowly.

West knew that there must be 
some reason why his partner had 
discouraged a heart continuation 
so emphatically, and although East 
might have had in mind nothing 
but a diamond shift, West saw 
that the only real hope to defeat 
the contract was to find his part- 
ner void in clubs. Acting on that 
analysis, West shifted to his low- ° 
est club, the deuce. 


Needless to say, East was de 
lighted to ruff this trick, but 
then the question arose of putting 
West back on lead for another 
club return. If West had led a 
higher club, East would have had 
reason to think that West expect- 
ed to regain the lead in hearts 
since West had led the lowest 
club in the deck, East made the 
proper interpretation that West 
was void of diamonds and could 
ruff that return. So East shying 
away from the heart suit, led 
back a diamond, and thus the 
contract was defeated two tricks 
because of the  club-diamond 
cross-ruff that the defenders se 
cured,

Allow Child 
To Use Hand 


He Favors 
By Angelo Patri 


OST of us are right-handed, 
M. most things are arranged 

or right-handed people. Those 
who are born left-handed are in- 
convenienced slightly by this 
when they have to open the doors 
of houses and cars, when they 
eat at the table, when they work 
with machines — especially When 
they must work alongside others 
who are right-handed. 

Parents and teachers, knowing 
the inconveniences of being lett- 
handed, often try to teach the 
child to use his right hand. Some 
children can use both hands easi- 
ly, some can use only one hand 
deftly. It is best, experience tells 
us, to allow the child to use the 
hand he uses naturally without 
trying to make him change to the 


other. 
* . * 


THERE SEEMS to be a close 
connection between speech, com- 
position, the use of language, and 
the handedness of children. Some 
children, upon being forced to use 
the right hand where they were 
born left-handed, stuttered, lost 
power in reading, or failed in 
written composition. The change 
of handedness seemed to affect 
the language power of the child. 
It is best to leave alone what na- 
ture set. At the worst, left-handed- 
ness is but an inconvenience and 
sometimes it is a great advantage. 

When a child can use both 
hands equally well, let him. No 
harm can come of it and it can 
be a great help. It will not be 
necessary to direct him to use this 
hand or that. He will use either 
or both as most convenient for 
him, Let him use his hands as he 
pleases. 

* * * 

OUR HANDS are what inform 
us about the world and all that is. 
in it. We feel with them, work 
with them, learn through them. 
This ability to learn through our 
hands is what has lifted us to our 
present stage of civilization. 

We do not teach children to use 
their hands as much as we should. 
We have not yet grown out of the 
old notion, that most erroneous | 
notion, that to work with our 
hands is degrading. It is the other 
way around. Not to be able to 
use them intelligently, skillfully, 
with power, is to be less than able, 
less than fit. No matter what 
hand a child uses, teach him to 
use it—to use both of them — in 
useful, instructive, helpful ways, 
and don't interfere with nature's | 
in doing so.
